In view of the fact that the local 
Great War Veterans are about to 
organize, we take pleasure in pub- 
lishing the following article,handed 
us some time ago by the contrib- 
utor, Mr. Renton. Furthermore, 
we believe the boys should get the 
cash bonus being asked for. 


Calgary, May 18th., 1919. 


It seems rather a strange and rather 
inconsistent that a returued citizen 
should have to,express his view in re- 
gard to the all engrossing topic of the 
$2,000 bonus. 

Why are the politicians sosilent about 
it? The reason is not far toseek. The 
one is waiting to see how the ‘‘cat 
will jump’. Take it from me that the 
cat will make a big jump, and when 
this actrobatic fea} does take place, the | 
reputation of many politicaus will be in | 
the discard. 
The kernel of this bonus idea may be | 
fotnd in the original reselution, ‘‘the 

necessity of droviding some system of | 
bonus payments which will equalize the 

the earnings of the members of the ex- | 
peditionary forces with what they could 

haye earned had they remained civilians. 

Is not this the best investment for 


|Canada? The money will be spent in 


Canada, will be repaid by many of the 
participants of this bonus, and will ren- 
der our beloved Dominion a better and 
greater Canada. Take the antithesis of 
| this, and it,is brought very forcibly to 
my mind when I think of what a young 
Canadiau soldier said to me the first 
time we were on leave in London. We 
saw a veteran of previous wars with 
his breast emblasoned with color—his 
whole physique bearing impress of fight- 
ing for the Motherland. This man was 
selling matches outside Victoria station 
London. The young soldier remarked, 
““My God, sergeant have we got to 
come to this?’”’ Is Canada prepared 
and anxious to have alms houses? Is 
she prepared to find that the hard- 
fought fields of St. Julien, the Somme, 
and Passchendaele have been been in 
vain, except to fill the pockets of afew? 
We ask each other now, ‘‘Why did we 
go?’’, and yet, I believe I am right in 
saying that despite this disinterest in 
our future, we would go again. 

Some few, and among 
Griesbach, suggest that Canada cannot 
| bear such a burden. Let me say, w:t'- 
out fear of contradiction, that these do 
not know, and are not conversant with 
Britain’s greatness. Is it not the 
National debt of Britain that has made 
her sucha power? Did she not get 
credit to carry on the war, and give 
credit to her Allies? And what is her 
national debt now? The Natioal Debt 
is really the backbone of Britain. No 
one over there complains of this debt, 
because they know that the child unborn 
will pay its share. The idea of aheavy 
taxation to be borne by the present 
generation is absurd.
